St. Mary’s presently serves 
as the Newman Center for Wooster College and serves both Catholic and non-Catholic students in this undergraduate, liberal arts 
college with educational programs, liturgical and spiritual needs of the students and involvement of students in social action and Parish 
life. As of September 1971, 170 Catholic students were registered at the College of Wooster.
